, What haB long been feared and expected 
to result hoe occurred, a peat has invtided 
Zion City and that pest is tbo everdreotled 
smnltpox. 

In defiance of Chicago's- laws Dqwieits 
eluded vigilance of the health department 
and smuggled a smnllpox patient from Chi- 
cago to Zion City, exposing that commu- 
nity and a trainload.of persons to conta- 
gion with the dread malady. - Imminent 
danger of an epidemic among Dowio's fol- 
lowers has prompted the issuance of orders 
at Zion City that has- brought about dis- 
closure of the manner in which the local 
health laws wore violated. 

The patients removal iB declared n trans- 
gression of a municipal ordinance which 
fixes a fine of not less thnn 810 nnd not 
more, than $250 for failure to report a cose 
of .mini II pox. The Dowieitos who defied 
Uto'ordinanco are known to Dr. Fred Bes*. 
ley, of Waukegan, an attache of tho health 
doBftrtinent. [Ic. was recently assigned to 
investigate a case ofilluesa on the south 
side.- Ho readily diagnosed the* patient's 
malady us smnllpox, p 

It was shortly before midnight Hint tho 
physicinn. reached this diagnosis and he 
directed, the, immediate transfer of the 
patient, a woman, to the isolation hospital. 
The family pleaded earnestly to he allowed 
time until morning and finally Dr. Uesley 
conccnted not to send the ambulance till 
daybreak. When the ambulance readied 
the place at five-o'clock' the driver found 
the hou&e doforted. -Tho sick woman had 
been hu rridly spirited a wny after mid night. 

The health 'department immediately 
made investigation, it being learned that 
the patient had been Taken to the North- 
western depot nnd placed aboard the Green 
Day train which left at 3 a. m. Subse- 
quently it wiw learned that her companions 
bore her out of 'the -train at Zion City. 
The railroad officials wero at. once notified 
and the entire train was at once fumigated 
pach member of the crow being meanwhile 
vaccinated. 

The sick -'woman was established . in a 
house on the old Starwood farm, near the 
center of Zion City. Dowfeites and others 
ignorant of the nature of the woumn'B ail- 
ment, flocked, to pay friendly calls and 
show solicitude for. her recovery. .No effort 
was made to exclude' them from the. house, 
it being declared that the. patient merely 
had a feycr.' 

The woman's condition finally became 
so grave that those in authority at Zion 
City decided to act. And now even though 
tho elders ami deacons declare there is no 
danger of contagion where faith in Dowie 
exista, they have given notice that. persons 
who have been in the sick house shall not 
attend any public meetings for the present 
Orders, have also been' issued that only 
those whoso buajn ess requires them to go 
there shall be permitted in thenurgborhood 
where the patient is. 
- It is said that many of the residents have 
quietly stolen to Waukegan, secured vac 
cma points and contrary to their teachings 
vaccinated themselves. Waukegan. drug- 
gluts, at all events, havo had an unusually 
heavy sale of vaccino points in the last few 
days.

bows, sdys Popular Science Monthly. 
They have overcome this difficulty very 
effectively by' fastening along the back' 
of the bow twisted cords of roludecc 
sinew In such a way that each cord la 
stretched when the. bow Is bent nnd 
flle3 back when tho bowstring Is releas- 
ed. As Inr as we kuow, no other race 
of savages makes use of this Ingenious 
contrivance. Some tribes* of Indians 
aro in the habit of stiffening their 
bowa by ''backing" them with strings 
of sinew, glued on, but the Eskimo 
backing is made of cords nnd tied on. 
As old Martin Froblshcr, the first Eng- 
lishman who ever saw the Eskimos, In 
1577, tells us: "Their bowes nro of 
wood a yard long, sinewed on the back 
with strong sinews, uot glued too, but 
fast girded and tycd ou." 

In some regions the Eskimos when 
first visited by wUttn men were still 
rising- bows with a 'very simple "back- 
ing, merely twenty or thirty strands of 
twine running from one cud of tho bow 
to the other, twisted together tightly 
from tho middle nud tied down to tho 
bow In two or three places. My friends 
at Tolnt Barrow and nloug the adja- 
cent coast, however, lmd gone on Im- 
proving the bow until it was tho best 
made by Eskimos anywhere.

Racing at a terrific' pace over rough 
grades to mnke up two and a half hours* 
lost time, tho Southern Pacific tftsscnger 
train which left San : AutoMo, Texas, nt 
noon Thursday struck n broken rnl I n<At 
Maxon, twenty-five miles west of San- 
derson,- nt 3 o'clock Friday, morning. and 
wns destroyed. 

It is feared that the list of dead may 
reach forty. 'That Is the number of pas- 
sengers nnd crew not accounted for, and 
survivors say when they left the wreck 
was burning furiously, with no hope of 
'getting out nllve nriy of the injured Btill 
In the debris. Fifteen arc known to be 
dead. ■ 

Few Baca pc Injury, 

In addition at least twenty-five others 
received Injuries. The road at the point 
where the wreck occurred is lti a rough 
country, the curves being Bliarp nnd the 
grades heavy. It was when rounding a 
curve that the trntn left the track. Alt 
the passengers were asleep and the shock 
that followed was the first intimation 
they had of the danger. 
' Tho train was going at "such n rate of 
speed that the tender and engine landed 
seventy-five- feet from where they, left 
the rails. The cars behind piled up 
against the engine, caught fire and all 
were consumed except the sleepers. 

A private car owned by Thomas My an 
of New York, with his family aboard, 
was attached to tho rear of the train, 
but it was pulled away before the fire 
reached tt, and no one In it was Injured. 

All the Injured in the coaches just be- 
hind tho express nnd bnggoge cars were 
cremntcd. The people la the sleepers were 
saved with the assistance of the unin- 
jured pnsscngers. 

The smoker and day coaches were 
crowded with wounded when the fl times 
burst out, nud very few of those Inside 
escaped. Those who did escape say .they 
saw scrernl persons pinioned lu the cars, 
slowly bunting to death. . 

Loaded with Tourists, 

The wrested train was the Galveston, 
Harrlsburg and Sun Antonio west-bound 
passenger No. 0, and consisted of nn en- 
gine, mail car, baggage car, one coach, 
one chair car, three tourist sleepers, one 
Pullman sleeper and one private car. 

The mall car, Ire baggage car and 
coaches were piled together against the 
engine nnd were ablaze In a few seconds. 
It was Impossible to move any of tho 
coaches or the tpurlBt cars, as they were 
all off the rolls and tbey were Boon con- 
sumed. 

As soon as It was possible to' get In 
communication with the division head- 
quarters relief trains with surgeons and 
physic! nns were started from El Paso, 
Del Bio nnd Sanderson, picking up 
along tho line nil the surgeons tbnt could 
be found. All of the injured who were 
in n condition to be moved were sent to 
El Paso. 



Climate or Alaska's Interior. 

In the vast and almost unknown In- 
terior of Alaska the climate 1b arctic. 
Tho winter Is of eight months* dura- 
tion, dry, and, excepting certain re- 
stricted localities, entirely free from 
wind. The temperature descends as 
low as 80 degrees, with a mean of, 
perhaps, 40 degrees. Ice forms In tho 
rivers and lakes to a thickness of eight 
feet and more. Summer extends over 
four months. During Its earliest 
months high winds prevail. The bal- 
ance of this short season Is. mild, nnd 
the temperature pleasant, rarely ex- 
ceeding 80 degrees. The snow and 
rain annually precipitated 'is about 12.9 
Inches.

A ripple of. excitement wns caused In 
official circles at Washington recently by 
the letter sent to Presldcut Roosevelt by 
Gen. Samuel Pear- 
sop, a prominent 
officer of tho Boer 
army uow In this 
couutry. In his let- 
ter Gen. Pearson 
threatens to lead 
an armed force 
ngalnst British 
hnrBc shippers In 
New Orleans, who, 
lie. alleges, arc vio- 
lating the neutral- 
ity laws. The gen- 
eral stales that he 
Is nctlng alone In 
the matter and Boer sympathizers 
throughout the southland disclaim any 
responsibility In the affair. Gen. Fear- 
son- claims the rendezvous established at 
New Orleans by British agents Is n mili- 
tary camp, but ths United States gov- 
ernment has not found any violation of 
neutrality, and will not give the Boer 
general the recognition he seeks by tak- 
ing official* Bteps against him, The New 
Orleans police will be relied on to dis- 
perse' any force Gen, Pearson inoy or- 
ganize. 

Gen, Pearson Is an assistant commis- 
sary general of tho Boer nrmy. He fled 
from'Bnrbcrton, In the Transvaal, when 
that place , was occupied by the British, 
and came to the. United States. He 
abandoned' $90,000 worth of property In 
Barberton nnd was compelled to leave his 
wife and children behind. Boon after his 
arrival In this country he sought to stop 
the shipment of horses by a suit in the 
United States Court.

•Wlthtfl ten years there -will be a redact 
tlon of 50 per cent in" tho .expenditures 
of tho government for pensions, accord-, 
ing to the predictions of nn official of the 
pension bureau, . Taking as a basts the . 
figures for last year,. when' the expendi- 
tures for pensions-amounted to *fl33,000,- 
000, this means a saving of $00,000,000 
for the government, not Including tho re-. . 
ductlon In tbo cost of clerk hire In the ' 
pension ofllco as a result of. the lack of; 
work. During the next yenr there' will' 
be a decrease in pension payments of ?3 ( - 
000,000, as the pension appropriation bill' 
just passed -by the House carried oulyi 
$135,000,000, as against $138,000,000 last' 
year. There are now approximately C0O,-j ', 
000 pensioners on tho rolls, and about- 
800,000. claims pending, Many of thega 
claims aro duplicates and will not bo aK 
lowed. Almost half, tho claimants havo 
filed two claims, one under each law, so 
as to bo suro of getttag a penslou under! 
one of them. About 40,000 pensioners 
die onch'ycar, and from this time on tho- 
rate of deaths, will bo much higher, am] 
many of tho veterans and their widows: 
havo long since passed the average length' 
of human llfo. At tho rata of 40,000 
deaths each year there would bo 400,000 
deaths In tho next len years, thus reduc- 
ing the number of pensioners to 200,000 
jf no more pensions aro granted, It Is 
estimated, however, thnt enough claims 
will ho allowed during the decade to keep 
tho number at the 300,000 point.

Speaker Henderson will, at tho end off 
his career as Speaker be nblc to estab- 
lish a museum with the gifts that havo 
como to him from alt parts of the world. 
The latest addition to his collection, a 
present from his loyal and udmlring con- 
stituency, Is a cane of curious workman* 
ship. Its handle Is formed from a deer's 
foot killed near Bucna Vista, In tho 
Speaker's district, long before he was 
elected to Congress. The stick was cut 
from a dogwood tree at Mount Vernon, 
and Is elaborately carved by hand with 
three scrolls. The first bears the inscrip- 
tion: "I dcfendvthd flog with the. sword 
and Justice with the gavel." Under this 
appear four Masonic emblems nnd a min- 
iature of the capital. The second scroll 
Is ornamented with a likeness ot Daniel 
Cox, provisional grand master of New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania In 
the middle of the eighteenth century. Tho 
last scroll is Inscribed; "Col, D." B. Hen- 
derson was wounded In the battles of 
Fort Douelson and Corinth; was' elected 
to the XLVIIIth Congress; made Speak- 
er of tho LVIth and LVIIth Congresses." 

All Indications point to a large Increans 
In the navy at this session of Congress. 
The naval committee Is considering the 
appropriation bill, which provides for nn 
Increase of the naval force both In ships 
and men. There Is scarcely uny doubt ( 
that the committee will authorize the '

,clvll engineers,

Gov. TaTt told Die House committee on 
insular affairs, that slavery. In .the- PhU-^ 
Ippdno Islands was so thoroughly Ingrain- 
ed that it would require much time and 
'care to eradicate It. A majority of the 
'slaves are held for debt. . Until they can 
buy their liberty the obligation runs from 
generation to generation. Tho greatest 
difficulty In the wny of n solution of tho 
problem was tho attitude of the slaves, 
who do not appear to desire freedom, Ef- 
forts to free them by force, be eald, 
would probably result In alt of them tak- 
ing up arms against the Unltctd States. 
Got, Taft estimates the number of slaves 
at 800,000, all of them to bo found In 
the southern Moro Islands. The authori- 
ties were very anxious to assist In any 
way to eradicate the system In compllr 
ancc with the desires of the - United 
States.

Dun A 
Co/h Weekly Review tbiis sums up trade 
conditions, and continues: 
•J, InsuUlclent motive . power and bad 
weather combined to restrict the m'ore- 
ment'of coke from. Connellsvllle", and pig 
Iron production suffers at a time when 
a maximum Output would not he exces- 
sire. This difficulty extends nil nlong the 
line,' Pressure for structural material Is 
already severe, nnd will probably be still 
more so 1 as the regular building season 
draws nearer. Further hardening of 
quotations 1b reported, nnd Inquiries for 
delivery la 1003 are not exceptional, 
More foreign steel has been engaged, and 
domestic concerns arc still holding . in 
tho German market,' 

Footwear buyers are leaving New Eng 
land without doing much more thrin a 
fair sample' business outside special lines. 
Makers of cotton goods are very cautious 
about undertaking future deliveries ow* 
lng to the uncertainty as to labor and 
raw material. Exports orders are still 
available, biit nt prices slightly below tho 
views of holders, As a rule woolen goods 
ara welt maintained and In brisk. demand, 
but new lines of hoary weights arc not 
sought.^

Wheat traders are now watching tho 
wenther and crop reports, as they nre. 
tho influential rnclors in the West, With 
the price below SO cents there Is not the 
incentive for the benr to get abort at this 
eenson, and the hull has not explicit con- 
fidence In his ability to carry the market 
upward. There has not been growing 
weather enough to make It possible for 
any one to tell' definitely about the crop. 
The government weather crop report, 
covering the situation for February, In- 
dicates a more favorable outlook over 
tho northern portions ot Ohio, Illinois, 
Indiana and Missouri, and less favorable 
In Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas. 
In 'Nebraska and Kansas the crop aa a 
whole -Is In fine condition,. 

In corn the evidence of an Increnscd 
movement from farmers, so pronounced 
Qt the opening of the week, had largely 
disappeared nt the close, A goad part 
of the of(cr|ng!j were tnken by the glu- 
cose and distilling Interests. The cash 
demand from abroad and from the. East 
was. disappointing. Every >bne In the 
Corn trade Is now looking for a break- 
ing up of the country roads to curtail the 
movement,' and light receipts are pre- 
dicted.

THE LAKE COUNTY 
GAMBLING HELL 

.The .enterprising genius, or prehaps 
there is more. than one, who has establish- 
ed himself and business behind a stockade 
nt Evemtt, a station on the M. & St, P. R. 
R., by this act has created much newspaper 
comment, more especially along the lake 
shore townships, Chicago included, This 
matter has been referred to before by the 
News and it now looks as though there was 
more in it than was nt first thought. 

In the first instance, the mayors of lake 
shore cities took a hand in tbo case, called 
meetings etc., and so far as they are con- 
cerned but little was accomplished toward 
suppressing thoevil.^ Now it seems to be 
up tp the Board of Supervisors in tbc Bhupe 
of n donation of 8500 to 81000 of Lake 
county's good money to aid in eradicating 
this supposed, evil. It has provoked a 
laugh from the knowing ones'. 

It is but fair to Bay that at this writing 
there. is a rumor on the streets thnt the 
grand jury has found a "bill" againBt the 
proprietors, if so then what need of the 
appropriation? It may occur to the ordi- 
nary mind that this is on unprecedented 
net in the history of litllo Lake.' If there 
is evidence sufficient to find an indictment 
then the party is in court, but it does not al- 
ways follow that a conviction is had on 
the cxporte evidence. Usually it is not 
difficult to secure sufficient evidence- to hold 
such offenders, but the trouble has been in 
numberless cases of the kind, to convict 
them owing to the technicalities of law or 
fact that almost in verinbly rise, or put for- 
ward by.Bmart attorneys to pervert justice. 
The writing of threatening letters toofficers 
is not uncommon ns any ex-sheriif, states 
attorney or marshal! will attest. So for as 
that assertion goes it does not amount to 
much, but when one looks at tbc subject 
from the light of past action, if we nre to 
believe published reports, the whole affair 
seems to hayo been' half hearted in the 
matter of prosecution. Why are such 
places instituted in the country if it is not 
the fact that It is easy to catch them in the 
city? 

The late election in New York city ex- 
posed methods that are resorted to by this 
clues i. e. , purchasing immunity, and they 
seem to have got it. The authorities in 
I Chicago hounded them to such an extent 
that they had to go. There never was a 
time in any city but wlmt the officers know 
most thoroughly of their doings, not only 
of gambling but other callings of ill- repute. 
An earnest and honest effort on the part of 
officials lends to conviction, without it the 
cjse becomes n farce. 

Finally there isn't a question about such 
an establishment giving themselves away 
in a very short time without the appropri- 
ation of a dollar by any body, if the author- 
ities will exercise ordinary interests in be- 
half of the people, and for which they are 
paid a fair compensation. The Chicago 
Nowb saj'B "If Lake county wants to get 
rid of poolrooms it should not send its 
officials to Chicago to learn how to do it." 
This spasm of virtue is about oyer. In 
the mean time the episode, bus furnished 
the people of Lake county an illustration 
of the necessity of a full acquaintance and 
knowledge of the future, officers who may- 
ask their favor.

But linguistology has to do only 
with the shape and form of the tongue. 
A big tongue, it seems, indicates frank- 
ness; a short tongue, dissimulation; a 
long aud broad tongue, garrulity and 
generosity; a narrow tongue, concen- 
tration nnd -talent; a (short, broad 
tongue, garrulity and untruth. The 
man with a very short and anrrow 
tongue Is a liar o£ true artistic merit. 

The disclosures of linguistology may*, 
be thrilling, but palmistry has one ad- 
vantage which guarantees Its suprem- 
acy over the rival science. The sub- 
ject need not stop talking during a 
palmist's reading.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK 



The United States Supreme Court 
banded down a decision holding that the 
Illinois anil-trust statute is unconstitu- 
tional^ It is stated In tlie decision that 
the law la Told because of tlie provision 
exempting agricultural products and live 
■lock. 

Onmha was visited by n cyclone (or 
the first time" In the history or the city. 
Many houses were unroofed, fronts 
blown in nnd windows smnshed. It Is 
impossible lo fix the amount of dnmnge 
at tills hour. It is thought no lives have 
been lost. 

The summer residence of Michael Do- 
ran, the well-known 'Democratic politi- 
cian, at Cottage Park, White Bear Inke, 
Minnesota, was totally destroyed by fire. 
The residence cost $100,000. It wns in- 
sured for $23,000. The cause of the fire 
is sot known. 

In a justice court at Anndnrko, Ok., 
Attorney A. J. Morris was shot and per- 
haps fatally wounded by Attorney II, B. 
Bitehell Ju a controversy over a motion 
filed by Morris to dissolve an attnchulent. 
Hot words were exchanged, the lie pass-. 
ed, nnd the shooting folio wed. 

The Baroness tie Itoques denies the re- 
ports that her daughter, Mrs. Florence 
May brick, will bo included In the coro- 
nation amnesty. Tlie oltieinls of the 
United Stales embassy add that there Is 
no possibility of nny ifcliou in Mrs. May- 
brick's case in the near future. 

Fire In the Novelty iron works plant at 
Canton, Ohio, ruined the foundry and 
pattern house, causing a loss to the build- 
ing of $-10,000 and to the patterns and 
contents of 500,000. Tlie plant was 
crowded with orders for six months and 
200 men tire Idle. The plant will be re- 
built. 

The Chicago, Itock Island and Paci lie 
fast mail train No. 2, east-hound, was 
wrecked nt the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
crossing, west of Xeola, Iowa. Engineer 
S dm! tz a lid Fireman Gottselialk, who 
went down an embankment with the en- 
gine, were slightly injured, but none of 
the passengers was hurt. 

The search for a penny dropped in J. 
M. Cannon's big dry goods store in Se- 
dalla, Mo., resulted in the destruction of 
the building and a loss or $00,000. The 
penny rolled under a counter and a clerk 
lit a match to look for it. Rubbish ignit- 
ed and the flames spread so rapidly it 
was impossible Co check them, 

James L. Starkey, the Muskingum 
County auditor, against whom a judg- 
ment for ?ltt,2, r i0 was rendered In n 
breach of promise case brought by Miss 
Xoretta Roberts, and who disappeared 
from Zanesville, Ohio, just previous to 
the finding of the jury, has been located 
in a private sanitarium in Chicago, where 
he Is undergoing treatment for nurrous 
trouble. 

The E. I. D upon t, Do Nemours & Co.'n 
powder plant, five miles west of Keokuk, 
Iowa, was seriously damaged by an ex- 
plosion. Two men were killed outright, 
a third will die and three others are se- 
riously injured. The explosion was in 
mill No, 10 and the cause Is unknown. 
The damage to the mill will reach about 
175,000. It was a stone structure with a 
wooden roof.

When Senator Frye, In charge. of the 
ponding shipping bill, . endeavored on 
■.Wednesday to secure an nE reem cnr for 
the. time of taking a vote, Mnrch 17 was 
mentioned ns .bclug satisfactory .to the 
minority members of the commerce' 'com-, 
mlttee. Senator Clay <Ga.) addressed 
the Senate In opposition to the bill, espe- 
cially ou Its, general subsidy feature, ami 
had not concluded when the Senate ad- 
journed. Early In-the session the Senate 
pnsscd the loglslntlvc, executive nud Ju- 
dicial appropriation bill, the second of the 
big supply measures to be acted on k nt 
this session; The House continued tho. 
debate on tho bill to classify the rural 
free delivery service, .but without action 
adjourned early- out of respect to the 
memory- of .Representative Polk of the 
Seventeenth Pennsylvania . District, 
whose death occurred suddenly. at Phila- 
delphia the previous night. Messrs, Sims 
(Tenn.) nnd Smith (III.) spoke In favor 
of the hill nnd Messrs. Underwood (Ala,), 
Spcrry (Conn.), Foster (Vt.), Galues 
(Tenn;) and H;0. Smith (Mich.) against 
it, Tho conference report on the pension 
appropriation bill was agreed to. 

Senator. Ha nnn as the champion of the 
pending shipping bill was the feature of 
tho day Thursday in the Senate. Ho 
urged Its passage" both from n patriotic 
standpoint and ns a mensure In behalf of 
American labor. Early in the session 
Mr, Frye, in charge of the bill, obtained 
nn agreement that the Senate should 
vote on the mensure and nil pending 
amendments nt 3 p. m. Monday, March 
1", thnt time being entirely satisfactory 
to those opposed to the hill., Before con-, 
slderntton of the hill wns resumed there 
wns nn extended debate on the measure 
providing for the protection of. the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Bacon 
took the ground that In its present Bbnpc, 
the bill was nn Invasion of the jurisdic- 
tion of the States and thnt it ought to be 
amended radically, Mr. Patterson, while 
he agreed to tho general proposition of 
the bill, urged that. It ought not to pass 
in Its present form. No action whs tak- 
en. The House devoted another day to 
debate 'on the bill to classify the rural 
free delivery service nnd to place the 
carriers under contract. 

On account of the Indisposition of Mr. 
Vest of Missouri and Mr. Mallory of 
Florida, who expected to speak on the 
pending ship subsidy bill, that measure 
was not considered by the Senate Friday, 
The diplomatic nnd consular appropria- 
tion hill wns pnsscd, nnd then tho Senate 
took up the measure for the protection of 
the President of tho United States. Mr. 
Bncon of Georgia continued his speech, 
begun the previous dny, In opposition to 
the bill, making nn extended constitution- 
al argument against It. The Senate 
agreed to make the bill the unfinished 
business at the conclusion of considera- 
tion or the ship subsidy bill. The bill to 
classify the 'rural free delivery service 
and to place the carriers under the con- 
tract system- held the Door In the House, 
-:— :- 

The House on Saturday closed the gen- 
eral debate upon, the bill to classify the 
rural free delivery service and place the 
carriers under the contract system. Mr. 
Sims (Tenn.) rose lo a question of priv- 
ilege in connection with the adoption of 
the conference report on the permanent 
census bill, He contended that the state- 
ment of the conferees with reference. to 
section 5, which originally plnced-nll the 
employes of the bureau at the time of 
pnssnge of the act under the protection 
of the civil service, has "misled nnd de- 
ceived" the House. The Speaker held 
that ns the whole subject had been dis- 
posed of no question of privilege was pre- 
sented. Later In the afternoon a resolu- 
tion was Introduced in the House by Mr. 
Hughes of West Vlrglnln stating that it 
was the Intention of Congress in passing 
on act creating a permanent census bu- 
reau to place In the classified service of 
the government all the employes of the 
census office above the grade of tins kill-' 
cd I n borer whose names were on the rolls 
of the census at the date of the npproral 
of the act. The resolution further pro- 
cldes that this intention shall bo carried 
out by the passage of the resolution. 
-:— i- 

The btllto classify the rural free de- 
livery service nnd place the carriers un- 
der the'eoutrnct system, which lias been 
debnted in the House for over a week, 
wns passed on Monday, butin a form 
that completely changed the purpose for 
which It wns frnnied. Before It wns 
passed the bill was altered radically by 
Its opponents. AD the provisions relat- 
ing to tlie placing of carriers under tin* 
contract system were stricken out nud 
the salary system not only wns en ill li- 
ned, but the maximum salary of carriers 
wns Increased from $500 to $000 per an- 
num. For nearly two liours Mr. Vest of 
Missouri addressed tho Senate In oppo- 
sition to the ship subsidy bill. No mem- 
ber of the body hits been necorded more 
flatteringly close attention thnn he re- 
ceived. Despite his evident feebleness, 
he spoke with force nud fire, nnd nt times 
beenme. brilliantly eloquent. ' He care- 
fully analyzed the pending mensure nnd 
particularly nltnckcd the present naviga- 
tion laws, which he declared were .relics 
of 1 in rim rl sin nud responsible, for the de- 
cline of our merchant marine/ -Mr. Till- 
mnti of South Carolina followed with n 
brief speech in opposition to the hill. He 
denounced the policy of giving subsidies 
to anybody, particularly to Individuals 
nnd corporations cngnged. in the forma- 
tion of shipping trusts.

Her 
shriek of agony as the deadly liquid scar- 
ed her lips and face brought help Imme- 
diately, but she died In a few .minutes. 
The young woman's homo was in Free- 
port, where her .father, John Reed, Is a 
telegraph ^operator. Sho went to Chi- 
cago In December to take a course of 
studies In the North Chicago Business 
College. 

The colored normal and Industrial In- 
stitute, the second of Its kind in the 
world; has been opened at Eldorado for 
the reception of pupils. The Institute Is 
similar In purpose to tho school at Tun- 
kegec, Ala,, of which Booker T. Wash- 
ington Is president. It is situated one- 
half mile from Eldorado and Includes 
a flne farm, with commodious buildings, 
which was secured to the school through 
the efforts of tho Cuba Libre Industrial 
Association, an Institution chartered by 
the State some two years ago; Jefferson 
D. Alston, a prominent colored educa- 
tor, Is president. 

At Straussburg Willie nennessce, t 
young boy who hns been desperately 111, 
was saved from death by a dream. .His 
mother dreamed that ho was dead and 
that he bad been restored to life by the 
breath of another. About 1 o'clock on a 
recent. afternoon the little patient bad a 
relapse and before his father could reach 
the room had ceased to breathe. Life ap- 
peared to be extinct, but Mrs, Henncssee, 
In a frenzy of grief, exclaimed: "Breathe 
Into his body." Mr. Hennesseo parted 
Ids son's lips and breathed a number of 
times with great force and In ft moment 
the child began to show signs of life. Tho 
little fellow Is doing well nnd will recorcr 
unless some unforeseen circumstances de- 
velop. 

The Bank of Elkhart, In tho village of 
Eikhnrt, 1ms closed ita doors, The fail- 
ure enmo after an Investigation by a 
bank examiner. The deposits In the bank 
amount to about $80,000. Frank W, Cot- 
tle, whose accounts as cnshler nre short 
$32,000, has committed suicide. Secur- 
ing a revolver from the room of bis son 
Jordan, he placed the muzzle of the weap- 
on In bis mouth nnd .pulled the trigger, 
the discharge tearing away the side of 
his head. . Since the bank .doors were 
closed four days before Cottle bad been 
confined to bis bed. He started to 
Springfield with the directors of the in- 
stitution to consult the Stnte Auditor re- 
garding the affairs of the bank and wna 
taken side on the station platform. Dr. 
0. B, Taylor, who attended him, found 
symptoms .of poisoning and treated him 
accordingly. After' partial recovery, Dr. 
Taylor snya, Cottle admitted to him that 
be had .token morphine the -day before, 
but to '.allay '."physical" suffering niid with 
no Intention of self-destruction. The sui- 
cide has created commotion In the. village, 
which was already greatly wrought up 
over the exposures of the last few days;

POPE LEO NINETY-THREE YEARS OLD. 



In destruction of property, In loss to 
business, even In the number of fatali- 
ties, the freshets which have swept over 
targe areas in the Middle Atlantic States 
and New England will long be inemora- 
blfc. Falling rains and melting snows 
had swollen rivers. Into lakes and creeks 
Into torrents, and In hundreds of val- 
leys. the spreading Waters caused destruc- 
tion and. death. Manufacturing plants 
by the hundreds were. forced to suspend; 
mercantile bouses wore flooded; thou- 
sands of people wore driven from their 
homes; tens of thousands of people were 
thrown out of employment; railroad 
traffic, electric and steam, was paralyz- 
ed and In many enses absolutely aban- 
doned* bridges were swept nwny; expen- 
sive public works were ruined; telegraph- 
ic communication was Interfered with 
nnd In places totally suspended; lighting 
plants were flooded and commuultlca 
thrown Inladnrkhess; farm houses and 
barns were carried away; live stock per- 
ished and millions of people were sub- 
jected to great Inconvenience. A sum- 
mary of the disaster, owing* to the wide 
sweep of the floods, It Is diillcult to give; 
but It may, conservatively, be stated that 
thirty lives were wiped out; that 20,000 
people wore driven from their homes ; 
that 75,000 persons were thrown out of 
employment and that a direct monetary 
loss of at least ,$15,000,000 was inflict- 
ed. 

In Afflicted Pntcrson. 

One of the worst flood-swept regions 
woe that along the Passaic river in -New 
Jersey nnd unfortunate Pntcrson,. so re- 
cently, devastated by fire,was again the 
scene of almost as great devastation by 
water. At one time Sunday the very ex- 
istence of the dty was threatened. As 
It was, however, Pntcrson Buffered se- 
verely, the financial loss Inflicted being 
estimated at between $4 ,000,000 aud 
$0,000,000. At Passaic the dnmoge 
caused by the flood reached several hun- 
dred thousand dollars, Many families 
wero rescued by boat and - 10,000 per- 
sons were temporarily thrown out of 
employment, . owing to the flooding of 
mills and factories. Six men while view- 
ing the flood from a bridge found tho lat- 
ter floating away beneath them. They 
perished. At Wellington" tho Passaic 
river spread over thirty ncrea of that 
borough and many families were ren- 
dered homeless. At Newark 'from the 
extreme northern end of tho city to New- 
ark bay the river was over Its- banks, 
reaching a higher point than ever before 
In the history of the city. Many manu- 
facturing plants were flooded and those 
living on the lowlands were forced to 
flee to higher grouud. 

Throughout New England freshets 
were general, but tho damage done wus 
not great, the chief joss being confined 
to flooded cellars. At Derby, Conn,, 
however, a-' bridge of the New York, 
New Hnvcn nnd Hartford Railroad span- 
ning the Housatontc river was swept 
away. Many miles of track were in un- 
dated and several factories were flooded, 
thereby throwing nearly 3,000 persons 
Into enforced idleness, . At New Huron 
"the green" for tho first time in 100 
years was Hooded, > . 

Weir York Stoto Flood-Swept. 

New York State Buffered heavily. 
Along tho Delaware and the Nevcrsluk 
rivers great, dnmoge was wrought. At 
Port Jcrvls and nt several towns In Sul- 
livan County the water flooded factories 
and business places and forced many per: 
sons to flee from their homes. Between 
Coshocton nnd Nnrrowsburg, In Sulli- 
van County, a great Ice gorge formed 
and the low-lying lands were Inundated. 




POPE LEO XIII. 

Pvpe Leo- XIII. has entered upon his ninety-third year. Owing to his feeble 
health and his natural- aversion to ostentation, the event was not, publicly cele- 
brated, but by the members of bis household the day was fittingly observed. 
Leo was elected to the pontifical chair Feb. £0, 1878, and therefore he has begun 
the twenty-fifth year of his long pontificate. Should he live to complete it he 
will then celebrate his stiver jubilee as Pope, his golden jubilee as a cardinal and 
his diamond jubilee as an archbishop. 



At Mlddlctown a Newfoundland dog 
saved a girl from perishing, nnd at 
Wakefield A little girl was drowned la 
the cellar of her home. At Phllmont, 
near Chatham, a freight train. on the 
Harlem division of the Central plunged 
into a washout early and three of the 
train crew perished. -- 

At Elmlra tha Chemung river was 
higher thnn at nny time elce the mem- 
orable flood of 1880, At Blnghamton, 
Bochcster, Batavla, Dtmsville, Buffalo, 
Gcnesco nqd other New York State 
towns nud cities tho high water did con- 
siderable damage, flooding cellars and 
factories, covering etenm nnd electric 
tracks nnd In some Instances closing 
down electric lighting plants. At Syra- 
ctflc the overflowing of Onondaga creek 
drove 200 families from their homes. 

Pennsylvania suffered enormously. At 
Pittsburg the flood was the worst siucc 
1884, and two-thirds of lower Pittsburg 
and Allegheny were submerged. Street 
car traffic 'between the two cities was 
abandoned Saturday, and scores of mills 
were forced to shut down. . In some 
places the water covered the second 
floors 'Of buildings, nnd many structures 
collapsed under the great pressute. The 
tracks of several railroads were Hooded, 
and traffic had to be -abandoned, Tho 
damage may exceed. $1,000,000. 

In northwestern Pennsylvania the 
property loss occasioned by' the floods 
will probnbly total $5,000,000, while over 
a score of lives wero sacrificed. Farm 
houses were swept a way- and hundreds 
of domestic animals were home along 
In the terrific current. In the Wyoming 
valley the loss to property was heavy. 
Mines were flooded, and fully 25,000 min- 
ers were thrown Into Involuntary Idle- 
ness,

Inst survivor of the 
war of 1812. 

Hiram Cronk is 
103 years old and' 
Is the last surviv- 
ing pensioner of 
tho war of 1812. 
There are now on 
tho pension rolls 
1,527 widows of 
Boldicrs of ' that 
war, but most oT 
these widows mar- 
ried men much old- 
mnAM citOKK. or thaa themselroBt 

and their hero soldier boys havo long 
since passed away. Hiram Cronk, of all 
those who fought tho British In the early 
part of tho last'eentury, Is Btlll ahlo to 
answer at tho muster roll of the army. 

This aged veteran comes of a long lino 
of 'fighting nncestry which extends back 
to tho French and Indian wars cf tho 
early colonial days, Hiram Cronk was 
born In Frankfort, Herkimer County, N. 
Y., April 20, 1800. His father, James 
Cronk, and two brothers also served In 
the war of ; 1812\ Jnraca Crank's father 
was Kosper Cronlthlton, who served un- 
der Washington In the Revolutionary 
War, and Kospcr's father waa James 
Cronkhltcn, a captain In n colonial New 
York regiment in the French wars.

States, Since landing In New York the prince has been the honored 
guest at a series of most elaborate entertainments, has traveled thou- 
sands of miles as a guest of the nation, has seen some of the most 
noteworthy of the country's historical points of Interest, been cheered 
by thousands and everywhere made to feel that the people of the 
United States respect nnd admlro him. 

The early part of the week Prince Henry passed through tho" 
- Southern States nnd viewed some' of the battlefields made historic by 
the civil strife of the 00's. At Chattanooga, Cincinnati, Louisville 
nnd Nashville, grand demonstrations, greeted the appearance of tho 
prince, each' municipality also presenting him a handsome testimonial 
In St, Louis the prince was most enthusiastically received. From there 
the royal party proceeded to Chicago, where a tremendous throng was 
awaiting their appearance. Elaborate street decorations had been prepared and the thoroughfares were ablaze with 
electric lights and red fire when tho train bearing Prince Henry and bis escort appeared. The German citizens of the 
city had arranged a choral festival In his honor to be' held at the armory and 0,000 native born Germans were there gath- 
ered awaiting his appearance, while outside the, throng choked tho streets for blocks, 50,000 people remaining In the open 
until he took his departure, Tha banquet at the Auditorium was complete in every detail and Chicago's demonstration 
was one of the most elaborate extended the prince. 

Wednesday Prince Henry, visited Milwaukee, then crossed over to Canada, where, as a private citizen, he viewed Ni- 
agara Falls. The Impression made upon him by" the grand' catnrnct.was profoand, ho placing the scene far In advance 
of anything of a similar nature seen durln' ghls travels.- Leaving Niagara Falls, the royal party continued their journey 
eastward,' stopping- for brief periods and meeting with hearty reception at the principal cities along their route.

Great Britain has suffered a terrible" 
reverse in South. Africa. Gcri: Methuen,' 
one of England's famous soldier's, and a~ 
force of 1,100 men under his command, 
met defeat nt the hands of.thcBoer gen-, 
oral, Delnrey. Methuen himself :was 
wounded and taken prisoner and .four 
guns were captured from flic British. The 
news of the defeat was announced -in-. the 
House of Commons Monday by Secretary 
of War Brod rick. It was ouo of.tbe. 
most sensational statements ever made to 
Parllnmentr .", .. 

Secretary Brodrlck read* n dispatch", 
from Gen. Kltcheier announcing the. re- 
verse. The troops under Paris were, 
moving In two columns, those with the 
ox wagons moving nn hour" nbend of 
those with the mules, When the Boers* 
attacked, shortly after dawn, the' mules 
stampeded and all the mules and wn'g-' ( 
ons, with a terrible mixture of nidtm'tcd 
men, rushed past the ox wagons. " Efforts 
to check the"m were unavailing.' Paris 
collected 400 men, but after a gallant but 
useless defense, the enemy rushed them. 
Methuen was wounded In the thigh 'and 
Paris, being surrounded, surrendered at 
10 o'clock in the, morning. Throe, officers', 
nnd thirty-eight men were killed and five 
officers and Bcvonty-two men wounded. 
Two hundred men were missing. ' 

After reading the bad news Secretary 
Brodrlck added a word of npology for 
the defeated British general, "Methuen,". 
he said,' "hns been couducting operations 
for two years in n difficult country. His- 
fnilurc to relieve KImberley did not re- 
flect to his discredit." In. '-the House of ■ 
Lords Lord Raglan, Under Secretary of 
War, dramatically read the .telegram 
with the details of the dispatch, .Lord 
Roberts, commnndcr'lti-chlef of the army,-, 
nnd who bad many important successes 
while in command In South Africa, lhado 
a speech and eulogized Mcthuen'a "suc- 
cess throughout the war." 

The scene of the battle between MeLh- 
ueu and Delnrey is in the southwestern 
part of the Transvaal, In the vieiuity of 
Miifeking. Methucn's. starting point, 
Wy ii burg, Is in the Orange Free State, • 
and his dostlnntlou, Llchtoiiburg,' Is in 
the Transvaal, hot many miles from 
Mafeklng. Methuen had nearly complet- 
ed his march of mom than 100 miles 
when Ihe Boers stopped him,-" . 

General Methucn's Career.^ -,, 

Lord Paul Methuen has long been 
credited with being one of the best tac- 
ticians In the army. Early In the J3<futh 
A rrieiiu wnr ho was given command of 
the division of the British nnny which 
started to the relief of KImberley and 
M a f eking. He met with fair success until 
he struck the Moddcr river, where the 
fnmous Boer general, Crouje, was wait- 
ing for him.

ANTI-TRUST LAW VOID. 



Supreme Court Doc] area Illinois Stat* ' 
lite Unconstitutional. ' 

The United Stntes Supreme Court has r ' : 
h nmled down n decision holding that the 
Illinois anti-trust statute is uiicdustltu-" - 
tloital. It Is stated In the decision that 
the law Is void because of the provision 
exempting agricultural products and Uvo 
stock. 

Tliis decision Is of .the utmost Interest, 
not only to the. people of Illinois, but to 
corporations which desire ta do business » 
In the State. The Judgment was render- - 
ed in the case of Thomas Connolly' and; - 
others ngalust the Union Sewer Pipe 
Company of Ohio, and was delivered by . 
Justice Harlan. 

Outside of the Texas statute the Illi- 
nois null-trust law has been- the most 
stringent In the country nnd niany-eorpo- 
rations have moved headquarters to oth- 
er States to avoid It. Hundreds of cuscs. 
arc In the courts against corporation's for '•'■ 
failing to comply with various provisions 
of the anti-trust statute, nud. these* cased 
will be affected by the decision. 

The decision of the Supreme Court up-; 
holds an opinion banded down. by Judga * ' 
Kolilsant in January; 1000. The Illinois 
jurist based his opinion' on the. same • 
ground as the higher court, taking excep- 
tion to the section which exempts from 
Its provisions the agriculturist nnd stock' 
raiser. Judge Kolilsant held that the 
statute wits tainted with class nnd spe- 
cial legislation and wns In contravention '„• 
of lujtli the federal nnd State constitu- 
tions. In his decision"' tho judge refused 
to confine bis finding to the -clause in 
question, hut placed the ban on the entire. - 
net, which Is known ns the Illinois anti- 
trust law of 1S03, 

The objection able part of the law to 
Judge Kolilsant aud -the Supreme Court' 
Is section 0, which contains these words;' 
"The provisions of this net shall "not Cap- ^' 
ply to agricultural products or. llvo utoek ''':'■_ 
while In the bauds of the producer or_. ' 
ra|ser." Judge Kolilsant: held that thU 1 
clause rendered the whole act void,
